WHAT TO DO WITH COCKERELS, 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
bays :'— 


It is usually worth while taking the trouble 
of extra care and feeding to enable the 
birds to fetch remunerative prices. If 
you até niggardly about buying enough 
of the proper food to get them up to 
standard, the price fetched cannot be 
expected to justify your having reared 
birds at all. At the saine time, there is 
ho need te lavish all sorts of good things 
on these birds, arid to go to the trouble 
of cramming them, or even putting thera 
inte fattening coops. Cramming machines 
and coops are very well for experienced 
persons, but on the average farm less 
complicated treatment will suffice. This 
will take the form ef ordinary, eommon- 
sense methods, incurring the minimam .í 
extra expense, but calculated to material! 
improve the market value of the birds 
after three er four weeks.

What it does is not so 
much goes ga u dispute as drive it out of 
sight and hearing. ‘I'he methods of the 
dictatorships are not, however, quite so crude. 
Whether the method be that of the Corpora- 
tion, as in Italy, or the Law Court, as in 
Germany, the effect is to compel both parties 
to accept the decision of an outside body: 
and the decision has the force of law. ‘here 
is no question of ‘“‘the right to strike’’ for 
the workers, nor “ the right to do what J 
like with my own ” in the case of employers. 
Both must just do as they are told, and make’ 
the best of it. 1f such methods were accept- 
able here, which they assuredly are not, their 
application would need to be preceded by a 
political revolution. That, in itself, is a 
sufficient reason for ignering the legislation of 
dictatorial lands in this survey. They have 
nothing acceptable to offer to 4 people 
attached to a democratic system of repre- 
sentative government. 


LOOK AT DENMARK 


A glance at the methods of countries which 
rcsemble in certain respects the economic and 
social structure of the Free State may be 
both useful and ‘profitable. The three Scan- 
dinavian States—Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden—with four of the Dominions of the 
British Common wealth—Canada, South 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand—will fur- 
nish adequate material upon which to specu- 
Jate. It will be observed that these seven 
countries are all primarily agricultural in 
their economy, and that manufacturing in- 
dustsies are of secondary importance. Popu- 
Jations and areas vary considerably from 
those of the Free State, but the identity of 
social and economic structure will be more

than sufficient compensation. 


To begin with. we shall look at the “ state 
of Denmark.”’ The conciliation and arbitra- 
tion system in operation in Denmark dis- 
tinguishes between disputes concerning in- 
terests, and disputes that are justiciable 
because they constitute a breach of a collec- 
tive agreement or the interpretation of an 
agreement in force: In disputes about the 
fixation or alteration of the terms of agree- 
ments disputants may have recourse to the 
official conciliator. A provision peculiar to the 
law in Denmark is that, pending 
conciliation, the conciliator may require, as a 
condition of his mediation, that there shall 
be no stoppage of work for a period of seven 
days. As regards arbitration, in addition to 
cases voluntarily or compulsorily subject to 
the Permanent Arbitratian Court, the pro- 
cedure arranged in collective agreements plays 
an important part. The machinery in 
Denmark is, thus, partly official and partly 
unofficial. | 


- JUSTICIABLE DISPUTES 


_Disputes about the validity or interpreta- 
tion of collective agreements are sharply 
differentiated in Denmark from disputes about 
“interests.” Disputes of a  justiciable 
character are decided upon by the Permanent 
Arbitration Court set up in 1919. The Court 
may sit in any district considered suitable, 
but it sits usually in Copenhagen, and to its 
jurisdiction some disputes are submitted 
voluntarily, while others must be submitted 
by law. The decisions of the Court are 
binding on both parties, and it may inflict 
penalties by fine on the party adjudicated to 
be guilty. The Court consisté of six 
judges, six substitutes, a chairman, a 
secretary, and two or three vice-chairmen. 
It is interesting to note that the Permanent 
Arbitration Court in Denmark had its origin 
in a dispute in the building trade in 1899, 
and the agreement which ended that famous 
dispute is the basis of industrial relations in 
that country. Originally the Arbitration 
Court s principal function was the judgment 
of all cases of alleged infringement of the 
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The temporary chapel of Corpus Christi, 
Glasnevin, was erected in 1924 to accom- 
modate six hundred people. It is now at- 
tended by 8,000.. For this reason a new 
church is to be built in the parish to pro- 
vide more accommodation for a population 
which has, since 1912, grown to five times the 
number it was at that date.

Notification to cease w mus 
contain parti of the dispute, nature of 
the undertakings affected, date when notice 
expires, and other information, If the State 
Conciliator or District Conciliator considers 


that a stoppage of work will prejudice public 
jin 


terests, he must, within two days of re- 
ceipt of notice of proposed stoppage of work, 
prohibit the stoppage until conciliation pro- 
ceedings have been completed. In case of 
failure to reach a compromise, the Conciliator 
may issue a report containing the definitive 
conciliation proposals. 

Justiciable disputes—disputes about inter. 
retation of agreements—are settled by the 
abour Court, which has its seat in Oslo. 
The Court consists of a chairman and six 
members, witn two substitutes for each mem- 
ber. Appointments are made by the Crown 
for three years; two members are nominated 
by the trade unions and two by the em- 
ployers’ associations; the remaining two and 
the chairman are nominated by the Crown. 
The chairman and one of those members must 
satisfy the requirements for judges of the 
Supreme Court. Members of the Court must 
take an oath, and may not be members of 
the executive committee or permanent staff 
of any trade union or employers’ association. 


SWEDISH LABOUR COURT 


Under the provisions of an Act passed in 
1928 Sweden has a Labour. Court for the 
adjudication upon all “ disputes on rights,” 
This Court consists of three mpartial mem- 
bers and four others representing the workers 
and the employers, The three impartial 
members—the President and two associates— 
are appointed by the King; the President and 
at least one associate must have legal know- 
ledge and experience. The four other mem- 
bers are also appointed by the King for a 
period of two’ years; two on the nomination 
of the workers central organisation and two 
on the nomination of the employers’ organisa- 
tion. The selections are i wad lists sup- 
plied by the organrations, which must con- 
tain at least twice the number of names 
as there are vacancies to be filled. ‘The 
decisions of the Court are legally enforceable, 
and no strike or lock-out may take place 
during the time when an agreement is in 
force. : 

The, conciliation machinery of Sweden is 
similar to that of Norway, with © official 
Conciliators in each district, who are paid 
out of public funds. Conciliation .s not com- 
pulsory, but neither is it completely optional, 
as “ the parties to the dispute shall be bound 
to respond to the conciliator’s summons” If 
it be found impossible to reach agreement 
by negotiation the Conciliator may propose 
the submission .2f the dispute to arbitration ; 
but he may not himself act as arbitrator. 
According to the report of the International 
Labour Office, ' the system of conciliation 
und arbitration in Sweden would appear to 
have achieved a considerable measure of 
success both in the prevention and the settle- 
ment of stoppages of work, and on the whole 
would seem to enjoy the confidence of both 
parties.” There is ;vobably machinery worth 
imitating to be found in the thceee Scandi- 
nayian countries. 


PUBLIC UTILITY WORKS 


The most notable feature of the Canadian 
Industrial Disputes Investigation Act is that 
which prohibits the stoppage of work in public 
utility undertakings until the question has 
been dealt with a a board of conciliation 
and investigation. Such a board would con- 
sist of three persons—one appointed on the 
recommendation of the workers involved in 
the dispute, one on the recommendation of 
the employers, and a chairman appointed on 
the recommendation of the other two 
members. It is said that in eighteen years 
this legislation averted 429 possible stop- 
pages, and that it enjoys the confidence of 
both employers and workers. In addition 
to this Act, there is in operation in Canada 
a Conciliation and Labour Act, which pro- 
vides for voluntary conciliation in trade dis- 
putes. Canada being a Federal State, there 
is also a certain amount of legislation bear- 
ing upon industrial disputes passed by the 
provinces. 

In the Union of South Africa the system 
of conciliation and arbitration set up by the 
Industrial Conciliation Act of 1924 makes pro- 
vision for standing industrial councils and for 
ad hoc conciliation boards. It forbids any 


stoppage of work until the machinery thus 
provided has been put into operation; and 
it forbids any change in the conditions of 
employment until the matter has been dealt 
with by the council or board, should the parties 
so desire, The provisions for arbitration include 
one to the effect that recourse to arbitration 
may be had at the wish of a majority of an 
industrial council or conciliation board. No 
stoppage of work may occur while arbitration 
proceedings are in progress; and no strike or 
lock-out may occur during the perfod stated 
by an arbitration award. In public utility 
services arbitration is compulsory, and the 
Minister for Industries and Mines has the 
right to tuke over such services should the 
need arise. 


AUSTRALIAN COURT 


The Australian system is, perhaps, the most 
ambitious piece of industrial conciliation 
legislation yet devised. There is an ufder- 
lying determination in the Australian legis- 
lation to decide industrial disputes by prin- 
ciples of equity and social justice, rather than 
by relative bargaining strength. This has 
involved two special features of major im- 
portance in Australian legislation on Jahour 
disputes; the institution of the minimum wage, 
end the provision for compulsory arbitration, 
Two tvpical forms of machinery exist in 
Australia to deal with disputes—the Joint 
Board, with or without an impartial chair- 
man, sometimes permanent, sometimes con- 
stituted ud hac, to deal with disputes in par- 
ticular industries; and the Arbitration Court, 
in which awards are given by judges having 
a legal background and training and a general 
experience in Labour affairs. The tendency 
in Australia is for. preference to be given to 
organised lahour as against non-orgdanised 
labour, so that disputes may be settled over as 
wide an area as possible. In most of the 
States the Court awards or collective agree 
ments may be extended by the Government 
to Coes the whole of an industry or a dis 
trict. 

In New Zealand trades’ disputes legislation 
the essential features are the measures taken 
to encourage the organisation of both workers 
and employers, a common rule for the whole 
of an industry, recourse to conciliation as a 
preliminary to arbitration proceedings, and 
the wide scope and compulsory nature of the 
awards made by the Court of Arbitration. 
The Court of Arbitration consists of three 
members, one of whom is a judge with 
Supreme Court qualifications, appointed by 
the Governor-General, The other two 
members are appointed similarly upon nomin- 
ation by trade unions and associations of 
employers. The award of the Court is 
legally binding we the bus and upon 
any commencing business in the area subse- 
quent to the award; and is carries penalties 
which may be inflicted u any person or 

roup guilty of any breach or infringement. 

ersons employed in public utility under-

Ministry for Industry and Commerce. He 
painted a picture of the Free State which 
would suggest to the unwary and uncritical 
a country which suddenly had been trans- 
formed, as by the wand of an economic 
magician, from a condition of rural and 
pastoral misery to one of urban and 
industrialised prosperity. In one of those 
rhetorical flourishes which are more suited 
to the hustings than to the legislative 


_| chamber he offered once again the eight 


hundred new factories and workshops to 
the admiring gaze of deputies. It appears 
that we had new factories at the rate of 
almost one every week last year, and that 
the fifty new factories now were producing 
in abundance a variety of articles ranging 
from silk stockings and shoes to wireless 


| receiving sets and gramophone records. 


We had new factories for the production 
of furs and flour, leather and lingerté, 
cutlery and chemicals, watches and wall. 
paper; and in the near future we are 
promised more factories of a heavier and 
more basic type. Soon we shall have 
factories for asbestos and cement, cotton 
and iron goods; but we have to note a 
shortage in roofing slates and something 
of a failure in the mining of coal. There 
is, apparently to be no further expendi- 
ture on the coal mining at Arigna, but 
hopes have not been abandoned yet in the 
Leinster coalfield. Should the new survey 
of that coalfield reveal the existence of 
suitable coal in economic quantities we 
shall be happy to welcome it, but when it 
is remembered how often similar surveys 
have been undertaken in the past, and 
with what a meagre result, we cannot 
but be sceptical about the possibilities. 
We have roofing slates; let us work 
them, and leave the more speculative 
business for another time. It will be 
time enough to expend money upon 
doubtful commodities when the certainties 
have been exploited. 

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce is of the opinion that a wide variety 
of essential commodities now may be 
procured from the factories of the Free 
State, of a quality as good as anything 
that could be imported. He ‘s, of course, 
entitled to that opinion; but the ex- 
perience of the average housewife almost 
certainly would be contrary to his. What 
the Minister evidently fails to consider 
when he is making his comparisons is that 
the consumer compares quality and price, 
and when these two factors have been 
taken into consideration the balance of 
advantage is not with the goods of the new 
factories. It is the price factor that is of 
greatest moment to the consumer ; what are 
needed are goods of equal quality to those 
which could be imported, and were 
imported so recently as to be still well 
remembered, at the same price at which 
they could be procured from abroad. If 
the Minister finds it hard, as he said, 
“to disagree with the criticism that had 
been voiced in regard to the effectiveness 
of the Control of Prices Act,” he must 
also find it hard to convince the housewife 
that his new economy is as satisfactory as 
that which it displaced. To say that 
78,000 people have found employment in 


| the new factories is not enough; the 


Minister must go a great deal farther in 
his analysis and say how much it has 
cost, and must continue to cost, in the 
future, to keep these people in employ- 
ment. In one of the most successful of 
the new industries, that of beet sugar, the 
heavy taxation by way of subsidy must be 
borne before the consumer is permitted to 
pay the ordinary price for the sugar. In 
the other industries a similar condition 
exists, although the consumer is not per- 
mitted to know exactly how much has 
already been paid before the retail price is 
handed over a counter. The whole 
business is artificial and unhealthy, in 
proof of which the Minister’s own state- 
meut that he must introduce new price 
control legislation in a few days may be 
adduced as evidence. With effective price 
control there will be introduced a new 
factor—a factor for which the entre- 
preneurs of the new industries did not 
allow when their original estimates were 
being made. What of the profits to those 
who provide the capital ? 

The fact is that the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce and his colleagues 
in the Executive Council are proceeding 
blindly along a path of which they are 
apparently unable to envisage the end. 
They are attempting what is now 
familiarly known as a “ planned 
economy ” without doing any preliminary 
planning. The immediate effect of this 
is that people are employed ; but they are 
employed at an inordinate cost to the 
community. The consumer finds the prices 
of the home-manufactured goods too high. 
Good, the Minister’ says, we will control 
prices, With price control the profit- 
margin must be curtailed, and the share- 
holders. will clamour for increased prices 
to cover their investments. To that 
clamour the Minister also must listen, and 
take action, The workers will need more 
wages to keep pace with the increasing 
cost of living, and that, too, is a demand 
that must be conceded. So the vicious 
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subsidies. and quotas: without that aid 
they could not exist. Talk about internal 
competition is so much eyewash. No-one 
knows better than the Minister that in a 
small country nothing is easier to arrange 
than an agreement on retail prices. What 
can prices legislation do against such 
agreements ? 


Anglo-American Friendship 

The deepening friendship of Great 
Britain and the United States is one of 
the few realities in the misty sphere 
of international relations. How many of 
the nations which were friends and allies 
less than twenty years ago are still friends 
and allies to-day? How many enemies of 
1920 are friends to-day, and will remain 
friends until—1940? Perhaps, it is well that 
the nations are thus fickle-minded ; for, 
when a nation cannot tell what other—if 
any—will come to its help in the event of 
war, it may be less disposed to make war. 
On the other hand, it is certain that the 
close concord of the two chief English. 
speaking nations has been another strong 
impulse towards peace. Since the brief 
hostilities of 1812 there has been harmony 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. Occasional ‘‘incidents’’ have 
threatened it—the Alabama affair of the 
middle of the last century was one of 
them—but the duration of strain has been 
short in the extreme, and the even tenour 
of friendship has been renewed without 
delay. In the vital matter of naval 
strength they have consented since the war 
to put implicit trust in one another. 
Nobody can conceive that England would 
allow her fleet to be equalled by that of 
any other nation but the United States, 
or that the United States would permit 
similar equality to any but Great 
Britain’s. This deep and natural friend 
ship is based on many causes. First, no 
doubt, is the common heritage of the two 
nations—the fact that the United States 
springs from the same roots as Great 
Britain, that she speaks the same 
language, that the same culture and 
civilisation animate both the parent stock 
and the younger branch. In the second 
place, they two—with France—are the 
chief custodians of democracy in this 
modern world. As Mr. L. 8. Amery put 
it at an Anglo-American luncheon in 
London this week, the people in the United 
States and in Great Britain are inspired 
by the same fundamental conceptions. 
public and private; they have grown up 
together in creating a common system, and 
believe in the representative democratic 
system. Blocs of nations, grouped accord. 
ing to their systems of government, are a 
hateful phenomenon of these times. Yet 
their advent appears to be inevitable— 
witness the partisanship of Germany and 
Italy with General Franco's cause in 
Spain—and a time seems to be approach- 
ing when the British Commonwealth and 
the United States will constitute a huge, 
English-speaking, democratic bloc, the 
most powerful alliance in the world. We 
have little doubt that the partnership will 
be to the world’s advantage. So long as 
the statesmen of the Commonwealth and 
of America keep their heads, the mutual 
friendship of their nations can be a 
tremendous influence for peace, inasmuch 
as no likely combination of other 
countries can hope to challenge their 
united strength. 


The “ Sterling Area”

is that which demands “ the cutting of 
the painter with the Bank of England.” 
By this phrase the members of the group 
mean that the currency of the Saorstdt 
should be freed from its sterling 
anchorage and set adrift upon the perilous 


may be doubted whether they ever have 
paused to think about the possible con- 
sequences of such drifting, or whether 
they ever have consulted those who con- 
trol the export trade with Great Britain. 
If at any time they do either they will 
discover that the maintenance of the 
export trade, even at its present low 
level, is dependent upon the parity of 
money in the two trading countries. A 
sharp fall in the exchange value of 
Saorstdt currency would deprive exports of 
their narrow margin of profit, with the 
inevitable consequence of a great diminu- 
tion of trade and an increase in the 
visible adverse trade balance. This fact 
is realised by all the competitors of the 
Sacrstdt in the British live-stock and 
produce markets, and by none more 
readily than the astute people who control 
the exports from the Scandinavian 
countries. The rumour that these 
countries were considering tentatively 
the abandonment of the sterling exchange, 
or a lowering of the value of the British 
pound, brought quickly a _ categorical 
denial from the Finance Minister of Fin- 
land, Mr. Vaino Tanner. After a pro- 
longed discussion with the financial direc- 
tors of all the Scandinavian countries the 
Governor of the Bank of Finland ex- 
pressed the opinion that any alteration 
in the present rate of exchange would 
have an adverse effect on Scandinavian 
trade with Great Britain, and so im- 
poverish the farmers of al] four countries. 
The rochlike stability of sterling, he 
said, mado it unnecessary to consider the 
alteration in the exchange, either now or 
}in the future. The experience of such 
shrewd traders as those of Denmark, 
Sweden, Norway and Finland—all strong 
competitors of the Saorstát in the British 
market—should give the currency re- 
formers something to think about for a 
long time to come. What is good for 
them is equaily good for the Saorstdt

. LONDON LETTER 


MR. EDEN'S VISIT TO 
BRUSSELS

A‘ the weekly meeting of the Cabinet 
to-day Mr. Anthony Eden made a 
report on his week-end visit to Brussels, 
which appears from rumour to have been 
fairly satisfactory, though some tentative 
suggestions to ning * about the initiation 
ot a new Western Europe pact were not 
successful. It is understood, however, in 
diplomatic circles that there will be a new 
approach shortly with a view to secure for 
the Netherlands terms somewhat similar 
to those obtained by Belgium, with the 
result that a violation of Dutch territory 
by an aggressor would be regarded as 
equivalent to an attack on any of the 
countries of the signatories of a proposed 
agreement. In the circumstances, it is 
probable that conversations on this sub- 
ject will take place during the next few 
weeks. The question, just as that of 
Belgian independence, is hedged with 
many difficulties, and it is not easy to see 
a way out. 


A New Naval Treaty 


The Anglo-German Naval Treaty, which 
was negotiated some time ago, has now 
been completed, and is to be signed in 
London shortly. The new pact re-afirms 
the ratio of tonnage strength established 


| by the agreement of 1935, which gave Ger- 


many a tonnage of thirty-five to Britain's 
one hundred. Germany agrees to limit 
future capital ships to 35,000 tons, with 
16-inch guns, and cruisers to 8,000 tons, 
with 6.l-inch guns, and there are limita- 
tions with regard to the tonnage of air- 
craft-carriers and submarines. The re- 
strictions on cruisers, however, are not to 
apply to five new German vessels, which 
are about 10,000 tons, and each armed 
with 8-inch guns. Negotiations are now 
in progress for a treaty on similar lines 
between Great Britain and Russia. 


Unrest in the City 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
been moved by representations from the 
City of London to give very serious con- 
sideration to his proposed profits tax, and 
it is now assumed that it will undergo con- 
siderable changes. At the same time it 
must be remembered that the proposals as 
first announced necessarily were somewhat 
nebulous. and it was this vagueness which 
caused the alarm. The heavy fall in share 
values of all descriptions showed that the 
City was really gravely disturbed, and I 
learn that Mr. Chamberlain was most sur- 
prised by the situation resulting from his 
Budget statement. To-day stock markets 
are so quickly affected by any development 
ont of the common that the fluctuations 
of prices tend to become greater every time 
there is a minor crisis. Many fortunes 
have been lost during the past few days, 
and a point about the situation is that it 
tends to bring the affairs and methods of 
the Stock Exchange into disrepute. The 
banks are blamed in great measure for the 
position, as they dare not run risks 
attendant on speculation, and it is sug- 
gested that the time has arrived when the 
pre-War method of financing securities 
through the markets should be revived. 


Selling Seats 


Conservative headquarters are dé 
termined to end a practice which it re- 
gards as virtually the sale of Parlia- 
mentary seats. When a Conservative 
candidate is to be chosen to fill a vacancy 
it is not an uncommon happening that 
the local association presents him with a 
synopsis regarding the financial terms on 


wifich they are ‘willing to accept him, or - 


it may invite him to say how much he is 
prepared to pay for the: privilege of re- 
presenting it. Sometimes a candidate 
may have to expend as much as one 
thousand a year on the constituency, with 
election expenses in addition. On 
Tuesday, when the Metropolitan Area 
Council of the National Union of Con- 
servative and Unionists’ Association has 
its annual meeting. a resolution will be 
moved pointing cut that the present 
practice restricts choice to applicants 
possessing considerable private means. As 
it is necessary that the democratic 
character of the party shall be preserved, 
the resolution will zo on to demand an 
inquiry to devise remedies for the present 
condition of things. 


The Royal Academy 


The Royal Academy, to be opened on 
Monday, .contains quite an unusual 
number of landscapes, and there seems to 
be a return to popularity of this type of 
picture. It is not a portrait year by any 
means, and the number of noteworthy 
people on the walls is limited, though 
there are several well-known actresses. 
The central hall on this occasion is de- 
voted to a series of portraits of the 
Sovereigns who have been patrons of the 
Royal Academy since its inception. These 
include portraits of George IV., William 
IV., and Queen Victoria, by Sir Martin 
Archer Shee. Other portraits are of 
George III., Queen Charlotte, Edward 
VII., George V., and George VI., the 
latter being the portrait by Mr. Simon 
Elwes, representing the King as an 
Hussar, which was shown in last year’s 
Academy. Otherwise there are no Royal 
portraits in the Galleries, though there is 
a charming little bust of Princess 
Elizabeth. Mr. John .Keating, of Rath- 
farnham, has three pictures in good 
positions, and there are two or three other 
paintings from Ireland, while a bust of 
Mr. Dulanty has a prominent place in the 
sculpture room. 


A Notable Absentee 


For at least a quarter of a century the 
Royal Academy has not been without a 
work of art representing the Duke of 
Windsor; but to-day there is nothing to 
recall the subject of so many portraits 
and busts. As Edward VIII. he has no 
place among the collection of Sovereigns 
ee arranged, and it seems as though 
the word has gone forth that a personage, 
once ao popular, is in future to be ignored 
altogether. Attention is called “Áine to 
the [act that the Oueen Mary has had an 
important alteration in her decorations. 
The last portrait of the Duke of Windsor,

Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, Dr. Edward John 
Gwynn, has resigned. He has 
been in poor health for some time, 
and has been on extended leave 
of absence from the College, and 


of ‘his doctors, he has decided to 
retire. 

The Board has received his 
resignation with much sorrow, and 
it-is understood that a unanimous 
recommendation is about to be 
sent to the Free State Govern- 
ment, proposing the appoint- 
ment of Mr. W. E. Thrift, 
S.F.,T.C.D., who has been 


Dr. Westropp Roberts, in his 
stead. There is little doubt that 
the Executive Council will take 


| the advice of the College in this 


matter. 
DR. GWYNN 


Dr. Gwynn, who is among the most dis- 
tinguished of living Celtic scholars, was 
born in 1868. He was appointed Provost 
in October, 1927, having been a Senior 
Fellow for only seven months previously. 
In 1926 he received the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Celtic Languages from the 
National University of Ireland, and after- 
wards the Universities of Oxford, Wales, 
Glasgow and Durham honoured him with 
degrees in Laws and Letters. 

He was educated at St. Columba’s 
College, entering Trinity College in 1885. 
In 1888 he became First Classical Scholar, 
and took his Fellowship in 1893. Through- 
out his academic career he has shown a 
deep interest in Celtic studies. Possibly 
his most important work is his edition of 
the Metrical Dindshenchas, which occupied 
him for a number of years. He also has 
matie notable contributions to Eriu, the 
journal of the Irish School of Learning, 
and to Hermathena, | 

Dr: Gwynn’s health never has been 
robust, and of recent years he has been un- 
able to devote as much time to his work 
as he would have wished. He has guided 
the College through some difficult times, 
and during his tenure of office earned the 
respect not only of the entire staff, but 
also of all the students who passed through 
the University. The Board’s regret at his 
retirement will be shared by old Trinity 
men throughout the world. 


MR. W. E.. THRIFT 


Mr. W. E. Thrift, who probably will 
succeed Dr. Gwynn, is two years younger. 
He was educated at the Dublin High 
School, and distinguished himself in 
Trinity College as a mathematician, being 
elected to Fellowship in 1896, three years 
after Dr. Gwynn. He also was Erasmus 
Smith Professor of Natural and Experi- 
mental Philosophy. Mr. Thrift took a 
very active part in the life of the 
country outside the University. He 
has been one of the most valuable 
supporters of the Church of Ireland, and 
for the last few years he has been re- 
sponsible for the administration of the 
Church’s financial affairs. He also has 
been a member of Dail Eireann since its 
inception, having been in 1921, a member 
of the ill-fated Provisional Parliament of 
the twenty-six counties that was con- 
stituted under the Government of Ireland 
As an Independent member of the 
Dail, Mr. Thrift has been a notable 
success. His contributions to debates 
always have been effective, and on more 
than one occasion he has made moving 
speeches on behalf of the minority in the 
Free State. President de Valera has gone 
out of his way to compliment Mr. Thrift 
in the House, and it has been felt gener- 
ally among Parliamentarians that his dis- 
appearance at the next general election— 
he is a member for Dublin University, 
which no longer will be represented—will 
be a serious loss to Irish politics. 


A NOTED ATHLETE 


Few people know that Mr. Thrift in his 
young days was a noted runner, being a 
dificult man to beat over the half mile. 
Like his younger brother, Harry, the 
former Rugby _andtthagicteeses § who also is 
a Fellow of T.C.D., he has retained his 
interest in sport of all kinds, and has been 
identified closely with athletic affairs in 
Trinity for many years. As a man of 
affairs, he has no superior in academic 
circles. He is an excellent administrator ; 


his work on committees in Dail Eireann 

has been brilliant, and his appointment 

as Provost will give pleasure, not only 

to his fellow Trinity men, but to all who 

have known him casing, his long and 
ouse.

NEW LEGISLATION TO.

W HEN introducing a vote for £334,756 for expenses in his department, 
. in the Dail yesterday, Mr. Lemass, Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, spoke of the large amount of time spent by officials of his 
department in the examination and settlement of industrial disputes. 


There had been seventy disputes of some magnitude in the Free State 
in 1936, he said, and the prevalence of industrial unrest had turned the 
minds of many people to the question of providing machinery for the pre- 


vention of stoppages of work. 


Mr. Lemass also referred te the proposed improvement of the Dublin 
*bus services, and the introduction shortly of vehicles of the double-deck 


type. 


Regarding the complaints of high 


prices for commodities, he 


announced that he was preparing new proposals for the better control of 
prices, and these would be laid before the Dail in a few days. 


MANY NEW FACTORIES 


In the Trade and Industry Section of 
the Department, Mr. Lemass said the 
main concern continued to be the estab- 
lishment of new industries and the exten- 
sion of the industries already established. 
It could be stated with accuracy that the 
progress recorded during the previous year 
continued at an accelerated pace, and the 
results in increased production and em- 
ployment were generally satisfactory. Qn 
September 1, 1936, there were approxi 
mately 78,000 persons employed in pro- 
tected industries in the Free State. 

During the course of the year a number 
of new factories had been opened, and the 
more important of them numbered 50. 
They included six for boots and shoes, one 
for flour, two for leather, one for 
mattresses, two for .wax containers and 
other cardboard containers, one for bricks, 
one for motor springs and axles and wind. 
screens; one for paint, enamel and 
varnish ; six for apparel, three for hosiery, 
two for furniture, and one apiece for the 
dyeing and preparation of furs, certain 
chemicals, iron foundry, buttons, radio 
sets and gramophone records, cutlery and 
engineering tools, wallpaper, and art. silk 
and knitted fabrics. 

Sinee 1932, according to the Factories 
and Workshops Registrar, about 800 addi 
tional factories and workshops had heen 
established in the Free State. Half of 
those were factories and the other half 
workshops. During the past vear arrange 


ments had also been made for the 
establishment of new factories which 
had «not yet come into production. 


These included the manufacture of 
asbestos, cement, carpets, clothing 
machinery, cotton cloths, nails and screws, 
fancy leather goods, wrapping paper, and 
a number of other articles not previously 
manufactured in the Free State. 

While progress made in industry must, 


he thought, be regarded as satisfactory and 


as indicative of the success of the Govern-. 
ment programme to that end, there was 
still very considerable room-for future ex- 
pansion. A number of large-scale in- 
dustrial propositions, some of a very in- 
teresting nature, were at present mder 
consideration, and it was probable that the 
majority of them would be _ initiated 
during the course of this, or the coming, 


year. 
CHILD LABOUR 


In connection with the number of 
persons employed in protected industries, 
it had been frequently stated that these 
protected industries in the Free State had 
been run largely on child or female labour. 
Those statements, made in the House and 
repeated outside it, had sometimes done 
very definite harm to the national reputa- 
tion. It was, however, easy to de- 
monstrate that that allegation was not 
founded on fact. Of the total number of 

rsons employed in protected industries, 
81.3 were adults; that was to say, more 
than 4 out of every 5. During the twelve 
months ended September, 1936, that pro- 
portion of adults had increased. Of the 
adults employed, about 60 per cent. were 
men and 40 per cent. women; but here, 
again, the proportion of men had in- 
creased during the past twelve months.

Employment conditions were now regu- 
lated by the Conditions of Employment 
Act, and it could be said generally that 
the conditions confirmed to, and in some 
eases were better than, the provisions of 
the various conventions for the improve- 
ment of industrial conditions adopted from 
time to time by the International Labour 
Conference at Geneva. As regards rates 
of wages, they were in the main, higher 
than those prevailing in Great Britain 
or in countries with standards of living 
similar to their own. In fifteen occupa- 
tions the minimum wages fixed by the 
various wages boards were enforced by his 
department. Wages of 6,400 persons, in 
‘8 per cent. of the firms on the register, 
had been examined by their inspectors. 
He did not suggest that there was no room 
for improvement in some cases as regards 
rates of wages and conditions of employ- 
ment, 


CONTROL OF PRICES 


Speaking of the prices charged for Free 
State products, the Minister said that the 
comparison with those ruling in 1931 that 
had been made in a certain newspaper 
was most unfair, as in that year they were 
open to receive the surplus products of 
every country in the world which could be 
dumped at low prices. He spoke of the 
necessity of having internal competition 


1 to exercise a contro] over prices, and said | 


that such competition was in operation in 
all but a very few industries, and special 
arrangements for the control of prices in 
those few had been made. He found it 
hard to disagree with the criticism that 
had been voiced in regard to the efféctive- 
ness of the Control of Prices Act. He was 
preparing new proposals for legislation 
for the better control of prices, and these 
would be brought before the Dail m a 
few days. With the passing of time the 
efficiency of their industries would 
continue to increase. 

They were now producing a wide variety 
of articles which were as good- as any 
which could be imported. Their imports 
of fuel, said Mr. Lemass, were very con- 
siderable, and anything that would result 
in home production of fuel would be wel- 
comed. The report on the Arigna Coal 
Mines would not justify any State action 
to further their development. The report 
with regard to Slieve Arlagh had not vet 
been received, but there was reason to hope 
that that would not be unfavourable, 
and might justify a coal mining project. 
The Leinster coal fields were being 
examined at the present time. 

Durine the vear, he proceeded, there had 
been difficulty in obtaining adequate 
supplies of roofing slates from Free State 
quarries. The commercial prospects were 
good, yet the producers seemed reluctant 
to incur any canital expenditure on their 
own account. Tt was possible that some 
action wonld he taken during the vear 
which would relieve the present shortage. 


INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES 


During the past year, said the Minister, 


a large part of the time and attention of. 


the officials of his department had been 
taken up with the examination and settle- 
ment of industrial disputes. There had 
been no fewer than seventy disputes of 
some magnitude. The prevalence of in- 
dustrial unrest had turned the minds of 
many people to the question of providing 
machinery for the prevention of stoppages 
of work. It was undoubtedly true that 
any machinery which would enable indus. 
trial disputes to be solved without strikes 
would be welcomed by 
employers and workers ‘as well as by the 
general public. But no democratic country 
yet had found any method of preventing 
such stoppages. 

Their experience of trade disputeg had, 
however been better than that of Great 
Britain, France, or the United States, as 
far as one could judge from the reports in 
the newspapers. 


AIR SERVICES 


The year 1936 had seen the establish- 
ment of the first regular air service 
between the Saorstat and another country.

the construction of a modern civil airport 
in the County Dublin, and also of one on 
the Shannon in connection with the &x- 
pected inauguration of trans-Atlantic 
services, in the ownership of which the 
Free State would participate. Two air 
transport companies had been formed, and 
one of them would control all air services 
from the Saorstat, and would be one of 
the companies patticipating in the trans- 
Atlantic scheme. 

The various steps necessary to give effect 
to the transport policy, inaugurated ih 
1955, had nearly all been taken. 

DUBLIN TRANSPORT 
SERVICES 

Speaking of the position in Dublin, 
the Minister said he had kept in 
constant touch with the Dublin 
United Tramway WComsany, and had 
been informed of what was being done 
to improve the public transport services 
in the city. A nnmber of very tnsatis- 
factory vehicles were acquired from inde- 
pendent operators, and of the 277 only 42 
now remained in service. Between 1932 
and 1936 the company produced 123 new 
‘buses, and 36 had been added since the 
beginning of this year. Three ’buses per 
week of a new type were being produced, 
and when 56 of these were in service the 
production would bé commenced of 60 
double-deckers, at the rate of three per 
fortnight. 

Time-tables for "buses were to be pro- 
vided, and inspectors would be appointed 
to ensure a stricter adherence to the 
published running times. 


“ MISLEADING AND 
UNTRUE ” 

—-— --4-— - — 
SELF-SUFFICIENCY POLICY 
Mr. R. MULCAHY (U.I., Dublin) said 

much of the information from the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce was 
misleading and much of the information 
from the Minister was untrue. In the 
matter of trade, they had in 1931-32 an 
adverse balance of trade representing 45 
per cent. of exports, and in 1936-37 the 
balance had gone up to 80 per cent. That 
alone was an indication of the general 
financial condition of the country in which 
they were endeavouring to build up in- 
dustries. The Minister was aware that 
an Imperial Conference would meet next 
month in London, which would dea] with 
very important matters affecting trade. 
and, therefore, affecting industrial founda- 
tions here. The Minister also knew there 
was a movement between some of the prin- 
cipal countries in the world to change the 
bh world economic policy, and to get 
orward with the ideals that had been 
dis¢ussed at the 1927 World Conference 
and widely approved. 

The 1927 Conference had decided it was 
necessary for the economic rehabilitation 
of the world and the political easing of 
the situation that a freer international 
trade should be encougaged. The Free 
State had subscribed generally to these 
Kate stipulating that discrimination 

shown in favour of young, developing 
countries, and had stood, as other countries 
stood, for co-operation on the general 
policy of freer world trade in respect of 
this country and generally on behalf of 
other countries. For the last couple of 
years there had been a very strong move 
ment towards giving practical effect to 
that policy. The Minister knew that we 
must depend on international trade if the 
country was to be built up, and that there 
were very large and influential countries 
opposed to the policy enshrined in the 
Ottawa Agreement, and that in Great 
Britain itself there were strong forces 
attacking the spirit of that agreement in 
order to get a wider trade; and, although 
the Minister must be fully aware of the 
importance of that situation to this 
country, he dealt only with minor matters, 
and left the whole question of general 
policy untouched.

The policy of the Minister and his eol- 
leagues would indicate that God made the 
land and the devil made the sea, because 
he wanted to cut himself off from other 
countries as far as possible. The policy of 
self-sufficiency,,so far as it was preached 
in this country, was a policy preached in 
terror as if the devil made the sea. The 
Minister’s general policy was an attack 
on the development of industry, and his 
statement on Government policy in regard 
to trade with Great Britain was absvlute 
surrender of our industrial position here. 
The Ministerial organ had stated that for 
the free entry of Irish produce to Britain 
there must be given in return free entry 
here to British manufactures. There never 
was a bigger surrender in the histcry of 
the State. The Minister could not find 
any, other than the British market, in 
which agreement was made on a 50-50 
basis, and so anxious had he become to 
get international trade on a 50-5C basis 
that he had surrendered absolutely. to the 
British Government the birthright «f 
economic freedom won by the party which 
preceded the present Government 

It was a blow to the policy they had 
been pursuing through the League of 
Nations—a policy of freer international 
trade. Nothing they could do for the 
development of industry was going to be 
successful unless they could dispose of their 
agricultural produce. They had _ stifled 
agricultural productivity, and until it was 
restored they could not have industrial 


development here. 


PEOPLE BUYING LESS 


The people were buying less, but of what 
they were buying, there were more goods of 
home production, and there had been an in- 
creased spending of money on home produc- 
tion. They were paying out sixteen million 
ounds for eleven million pounds of increased 
house production. That meant that, in so 
far as the wages in the new industries were 
concerned in providing some of the purchas- 
ing power towards paying for that sixteen 
millions, these new industries were paying 
only 1s. 84d. in the pound. That produc- 
tion could not go on, because whereas there 
was at one time a substantial pool _— 
from agriculture to pay for the industria 
products, whether home produced or im- 
ported, that pool was now being substantially 
reduced by the Minister's policy. The 
Minister's Press, deliberately misunderstand- 
ing the statements that were being made in 
regard to this matter, made it into a charge 
of profiteering against Irish industrialists. 
With the exception of a few industries he 
did not accept profiteering as an explana- 
tion of the situation. 

Between 1931 and 1935, said Mr. Mulcahy, 
there had been a substantial fall in the 
amount of wages as a percentage of net pro- 
duction in the bacon, distilling, linen, fer- 
tilising and metal industries, and there was 
also the matter of the high cost of in- 
gredients, imported or otherwise, as the per- 
centage of gross production. They had been 
showing since 1951 a higher cost of produc- 
tion cwing to a =< cost of ingredients, 
cansed by the tariff policy. That was a 
matter that called for consideration and ex- 
planation. They were seeking to éstablish 
new industries in a country where the source 
of their capital must be the land, and where 
a very substantial destruction of that capi-

had taken place. Even if all the pallia- 
tives offered by the Government had des 
the Irish farmer, he would still have lóst 
thirty-five or ¢hirty-eight million pounds, so 
that a. Government policy was thus 
cutting the capital from under Irish industty. 
The Minister had also planned teh ca owe 
but, largely as a result of the 
policy, they now had a falling: population. 
‘hese were the matters to which the Minister 
should have addressed himself. He should 
have told them what he was going to do to 
put the farmers in this country in a position 
to support industry. If he thought that 
industry could be supported without the 
growth of capital from Irish agriculture, 
then he should tell the House how that 
capital was going to be produced. 


“ BLUFF, BLUFF, BLUFF ” 
Mr. D. MORRISSEY (U.{, Cork) said 


it was humanly impossible for any one man 
to take charge of six votes and keep himeelf 
sufficiently in touch to be able to answer io 
the House in respect of all of them. ie 
Minister could hot do it. If anybotly dared 
to stiggest that the consumer was entitled 
to any consideration, or if anyone attempted 
to put the cofsumer’s point of view, the 
charge was immediately made that they were 
sabotaging Irish indtistry. There were abuses, 
and the Minister knew that there must be.

Mr. R. CORISH (Lab., Wexford) said 
the Conditions of Employment Act was con- 
stantly being evaded. He asked the Minister 
to set up more Adequate machinery to deal 
with the Act, and to ensure that an undue 
proportion of boy labour was not employed 
under the Act. He drew the Minister s atten- 
tion to the very bad coal being imported at 
the present time. 


PROFITEERING 


Mr. COBURN (U.T., Louth) said that on 
the published balance sheets of some com- 
panies one was forced to the conclusion that 
there was some profitetrifg going on. The 
Minister should keep a watchful eye on these 
rohts. 

Referring to the boot trade, he said there 
was a danger that too many boot factories 
might be established, Many of the existing 
factories were on short time. 

Mr. M. BRENNAN (U.L., Roscommon) said 
that there were 14 officials in the Prices Com- 
mission, and «ll told that cost the people 
£5,000. For that expenditure Sag in, the 
country, he suggested, knew what the Com- 
mission was doing or had done. The people 
were being fleeced as a result of the high 
price of every commodity, and yet the Com- 
mission had taken no action. The Minister, 
he said. seemed to have lost his self assurance 
und he had hot told the House what he was 
going to do to meet the representations made 
to him by the Irish Industrial Development 
Association about alien penetration. 

The Minister had said that they must in- 
crease their exports, but what could they 
export except live stock? The Minister had 
referred to the rise in prices metitioned on 
that side of the House, and said it was unfair 
to make comparisons because of the increased 
price of raw materials, But practically every 
article which they bought at the moment was 
dearer because of the tariffs. If, perhaps, it 
was necessary to pay an extra price for 
articles because they were manufactured here 
the Minister should see that the money was 
going into the pockets of Irishmen. 

Mr. M. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.), referring 
to the woollen and woollen blanket trade, 
and the closing down of a factory in his eon- 
stituency, said that last year three times as 
many cotton blankets had been imported as 
were imported three years ago. He objected 
to ‘‘ buckshee’’ experts from England being 
brought over by companies financed by the 
Industrial Credits Corporation. 

Mr. M. RODDY (U.L, Sligo-Leitrim) stg- 
gested that the Minister should take power 
to see that the railway travelling public were 
provided with proper travelling facilities and 
their interests safeguarded. There were over 
37 boot factories in the country. Ten decently- 
equipped factories should be sufficient. it 
was up to the Minister to make a statement 
to assure the country that so far as lay in his 
power he would prevent industrial adven- 
turers who came into the country from ex: 
ploiting the interests of th» people. 


MINISTER CONGRATULATED 


Mr. 8. MINCH (U.1., Kildare) said the 
business community praiséd the Statistical 
Branch of Industry and Commerce as. bein 
not merely comparable with, but ahead “i 
American methods. He paid a tribute to the 
Department in connection with the settle: 
ment of disputes. He thought industrial 
advance wonld have been greater but for the 
unfavourable reaction of the Government's 
agricultural policy. 

The Minister was to be congratulated on 
the progress of his Department and of Irish 
industry. He expressed the hope that some- 
thing would be done in the way of industrial 
planning—even if necessary, to establish a 
special body to go into the planning of Irish 
industry, and watch with trained minds any 
suspicion of monopoly, over-production, or 
super-saturation.

INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


In reply to the debate, the MINISTER 
FOR INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE said 
that Deputy Mulcahy had asked what was 
the Government's attitude towards the move- 
ment for the restoration of freer conditions 
of international trade, and had said that his 
Government had subscribed to that policy at 
Geneva, but Deputy Mulcahy had forgotten 
to tell them that the attitude of his Govern- 
ment had apparently not been accepted by 
any other world Government. Any move- 
ment which there had been had been in the 
opposite direction. The Government in this 
country was legislating for twenty-six 
counties; theirs was not an international 
assembly; they could not alter the 
policy adopted by much more powerful 
countries; they had to form a policy that 
was going to serve the interests of their 
people. It might be that unfestricted 
freedom of trade would secure a higher level 
of prosperity for mankind as a whole, but it 
was not going to improye conditions in this 
country in present circumstances. 

Deputy Mulcahy, he said, need have no 
fear about the trade balance. He could feel 
assured that the posttion of this country was 
quite sound. Because of industrial develop- 
ment there had been a substantial importa- 
tion of capital goods, That was quite a 
healthy development. If they were*to build 
up industries, equip them with machimery, 
and furnish them with raw materials, the 
importation of substantial quantities of 
would be necessary, While that movemeni 
continued there would be an adverse tratle 
balance. They had a very substantial invest- 
ment abroad, and the interest on that capital 
investment and other payments due were 
mote than capable of filling whatever gap 
might be shown. 


STATEMENTS CONTESTED 
Deputy Mulcahy had also said that the 
le were getting poorer, and Deputy 
dy had said that the wealth of the farm- 
ing community was declinmg, He contested 
both those statements strongly. For the past 
three years the prosperity of the farming 
community had increased, but it had not 
increased sufficiently to make them un- 
concerned about the future development. 
There was still in their national situation 
elements which gave grave cause for anxiety, 
but the position was improving, and umprov- 
ing steadily as time passed. The whole trend 
of agricultural prices and production was up:

WHEN HOOD CLEARED 
FOR ACTION

GUNS TRAINED ON 
INSURGENT CRUISER 


The incidents in the Bay of Biscay last 
weck, when H.M.S. Hood protected three 
British merchant ships which had been 
stopped on the high seas by insurgent war- 
ships blockading Bilbao, were described by 
members of the Hood’s crew when she 
reached Portsmouth yesterlay. 

The Hood, the largest warship im the 


squadron, has returned to prepare for the 
Coronation Naval Review at Spithead. 
She has been replaced at La Rochelle by 
the Roval Oak. 

Members of the Hood’s crew said that 
when the Hood went to the scene of the 
trouble last week she found that the 
Almirante Cervera, the insurgent cruiser, 
and an armed trawler, had signalled the 
merchant ships to stop. The Hood 
signalled to the British vessels to pro 
ceed. 

The Almirante Cervera then cleared for 
action, and so did the Hood, whose 15-inch 
guns were trained on the cruiser. The two 
Spanish warships thereupon steamed 
away, being shelled by short batteries as 
they went, and the British merchant 
vessels proceeded to Bilbao.

HE trial of Fathe® Josep) 

Rossaint,. 34-year-old Catholic 
priest, and six others on a charge of 
“ preparing high treason by attempyr- 
ing to amalgamate Communists ani 
Catholics to form a united front,” 
ended yesterday with one Of the mos: 
drastic sentences ever passed on a 
priest in Germany, says a Reuter 
message from Berlin. 

Father Rossaint was sentenced to 
eleven Years’ péhal servitude with loss 
of civil rights for ten years. 

Father Kremer, another priest, received 
a sentence of five years, and Herr Huelich 
a Catholic layman, tivo years’ penal servi- 
tude, Both lost civil rights for the same 
period. 

Of the remaining accused persons. ono 
was sentenced to eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment and three were acquitted, in- 
cluding the leader of the Catholic Youth, 
Father Clemens. 

The sentenced men will have the period 
they have already been in custody 
(fourteen months) deducted from their 
sentences. 


VIGOROUS DEFENCE 


During the proceedings Father Rossaint 
defended himself vigorously against thie 
accusation of activity in favour oí Com- 
munism. 

The Court consisted of seven judges, 
of whom three were-lawyers and four uni- 
formed 8.8. and §.A. men (Hitler Storm 
troops). 

A sensation arose when the prosecu- 
tion’s “star” witness, a girl named 
Bertha Karg, testified in favour of the 
accused priest. Brought in prison clothes 
from the jail in which she is serving a 
fifteen years’ sentence, Bertha Karg said 
that she tried to persuade’ Father 
Rossaint to help in a’ United Catholic 
Communist Front. 

Father Rossaint, however, she added. 
“tried to convert me to the opinion that 
there was a God. He seemed always to 
try to prevent me from meeting members 
of the Catholic Youth.” 

The Public Prosecutor asked for sen- 
tence of fifteen years’. imprisonment for 
Father Rossaint, and terms ranging from 
seven years to one year for the other 
accused persons,
